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Disaster Mitigation Act of 2000

This Act requires a Multi-Hazard Mitigation Plan
from any community (local, county, or tribal
government) that wishes to obtain funding from
the Hazard Mitigation Grant Program (HMGP) or
the Pre-Disaster Mitigation (PDM) Program

Requirement goes into effect November 1, 2004
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What is Hazard Mitigation Planning?

e Hazard = asource of potential danger or adverse
condition; includes natural events and human-caused events

e Hazard Mitigation = any sustained action taken to
reduce or eliminate the long-term risk to human life and
property from hazards

e Planning = the establishment of goals, policies, and
procedures for asocia or economic unit
